Washington. Vice. 3— In anticipation 
ot the receipt of President Roosevelt's 
ttnt mnaace to congrtM. the 
members of the senate assenihlrd 
parly in the senate chamber and in 
the cloakrooms adjoining. Many 8«:'n 
Atari, particularly the closa personal 
and political friends of the president, 
already were familiar with the princi- 
pal features of the message, but the 
reading of the flr&t Important stat* 
paper ot the president was marked by 
anutatl interest. 

Despite the cold and penetrating 
rain which fell throughout the morn- 
ing the senate galleries wcio well 
filled with interested spectators, many 
of them having a special interest in 
the message. 

A communication was received from 
the house informing the senate that 
that body had been organised and Vas 
ready to pio. . < d witli imblic business 
Senators Hale ami Morgan leportiil 
that they had waited upon the presi- 
dent in conjunction with a like com 
mittee of the house to Inform him 
that congress was prepared to receive 
any communication he might have to 
make, and the president said be would 
communicate with congress at once in 
writing. Major O. I. Pruden. assist- 
ant aecretary to the president, then 
was recognised and presented the mes 
sage of the president, the reading of 
which was begun ai once by Heniy -M. 
Rose, chief clerk. Close attention was 
given to the reading of the message 
by all senators, the majority of whom 
followed the reading from the print 
ed copies of the meisage dliCributed 
among them. 

The reading of the message con- 
sumed two hours and lf> minutes. 
When it was completed, Mr. Forakor 
was recognlied to offer the followint; 
resolution, for which he asked imme 
dlate eoniideratlon: 

"That a committee of 11 senators be 
appointed on the part of the senate to 
join such committee as shall be ap 
pointed on the part of the house tu 
consider and report by what token •>{ 
respect and attectioo it may be proper 
for the eoBgresa ei the UBited States 
to express the deep sensibility of the 
nation to the tragic death of the late 
President McKinley and that so much 
of the message of the president as re- 
lates to that deplorable event, be re- 
ferred to such committee." The re so 
lutton was adopted and then as a 
further mark of respect to the mem- 
ory of the late president, the senate, 
OB mottOB of Mr. Foraker, adjourned, 
in the Houae. 

There was a very good attendance 
in the gjillerles of the house to listen 
to the reading of the first message of 
President Roosevelt. Tin- members 
gathered early chatting and discuss- 
ing prospective legislat:.-n. The main 
topic was the personality of the new 
president. Keen interest was man: 
fested in what he would have to say 
in his message. 

As the hands of the clock pointed to 
12, Speaker Henderson called th« 
house to order. After the journal was 
read and approved, Mr. Cooper (Tex.) 
and Mr. Wood (Cal.) were sworn in. 
On motion of Mr. Payne, the floor lead 
er of the majority, it was sgreed that 
when the house adjourn It be to meet 
Friday of this week. 

The speaker announced the appoint- 
ment of the committee on rules as fol- 
lows: Mr. Henderson of Iowa, Mr. 
Dalsell of Pennsylvania. Mr. Oros- 
venor of Ohio, Mr. Richardson of 
Tennessee and Mr. Underwood of Ala- 
bama. The only change in the com 
mittee was the substitution of Mr. Un 
derwood tor Mr. Bailey of Texas, who 
is now a member of the senate. 

Mr. Bingham (Peno.)..at the head of 
the committee appointed to wait upon 
the president, reported that the com- 
mittee, accompanied by a like com- 
mittee of the senate had performed 
its duty and that the president would 
at OBce communicate with the two 
bOBses tn wrttlBg. Two miautes later 
Major Pruden, assistant secretary to 
the president, appeared at the main 
entrance and announced a message 
from the president. The message was 
taliea to the speaker's . desk, where 
Speaker HeBdersoa broke the seal. 
"A message from the presldeat of the 
ifnited States," he said as he banded 
the document to the reading clerk and 
directed him to read it. 

Ordinarily presidential messages at 
the opening of a congress are listen- 
ed to In a -perfunctory fashion, but 
throughout the reading of the message 
the keenest Interest was manifested. 
Hardly a member left his seat until 
the reading was concluded. There was 



a slight niuimui of applause when in 
concluding the recommendation for 
legislation to put down anarchy, the 
clerk read "no matter calls more ur- 
gently for the wtsHt thought of con- 
gress." The mumur when this sen- 
tence was read was followed by s 
burst of applause when the clerk read. 
"The American people are slow to 
wrath, but when their wrath Is once 
kindled it bums like a consuming 
flame." Probably no other portion of 
rhe message attracted so much atten- 
tion as that relating to trusts. No 
demonstration was evoked by the 
reading of this portion of the message, 
but the recommendation for the re- 
enactment of the Chinese exclusion 
law drew applause from both sides. 

The reading of the message was con- 
cluded in the house at 2:3,'. .Mr. 
Orosvenor ihea offered a resolulion la 

line with the resolution offered* tn th<) 
senate by Mr. Foraker proriding for 

a committee of on? member from each 
state represented In the houae to Join 
tire committee appointed on the part of 
the senate to consider and report 
proper action for congrees respecting 
the death of President McKlnlesr. The 
resolution was adopted and in pursu- 
ance therewith the speaker appointed 
a c»mmitte of nw nienit)er from each 
state and territory. The bouse, as a 
further mark of respect adjourned. 

The flood of bills Monday was so 
great that the clerical staff was busy 
ail night and got abreast of 279 
public and 1,113 private bills, a total 
of 1,892, or about one-half of all those 
Introduced. Representative Brown- 
low of Tc nnessee led the list With 262 
bills and resolutions. 

Cabinet Meeting. 
Washington, Dec. 3. — The cabinet 
meeting was principally consumed iu 
a discussion of Insular decisions hand- 
ed down Monday by the supreme 
court. On the whole It Is believed the 
views of the majority of the court arc 
quite satisfactory to the adminuiri- 
tion. It was pointed out that the ulti- 
mate results of tkese decisions are in 
a measure speeulatlye at proaent with 
the exception that the customs duties 
collected in this country on goods 
shipped from the Philippines since 
the ratlflcation of the Paris treaty 
will have to be refunded. It Is not 
thought, however, that the aggregate 
will be large and Secretary Jage ex- 
pects that It will be within $1,000,000. 
He called attention to the fact that 
Ihe great bulk of the imports from the 
Philippinea were admitted free of 
duty under our general tariff laws 
notably hemp, which Is one of the 
leading staples of the group. Mr 
Gage thinks the present tariff In op- 
eration In the Philippines will need 
little or no revlsloa. 

Philippine Tariff Colleeted. 

Washington, Dec. 8. — Secretary of 
War Root has declined to express 
an opinion as to the effect of the in- 
sular decisions in the supreme court, 
until be has had an opportunity to 
read them In full. Figures obtained at 
the war depaitmoat Bad treaaanr ba* 
reaus of statistics relative to the 
trade affected show that from the be- 
ginning of United States occupancy of 
the Philippines. Aug. 22, 1898, up tu 
June 80, 1902, the toUl imports in the 
Philippines from the United States 
were TBlued at 11.607,489. while du^ 
ing the same period the imports from 
Spain were valued at $1 ,99:?,;)90. On 
the other hand, the imports into the 
United States from the Philippines 
from Sept. 1. 1898. to Dec. 1. 1901, ag- 
gregated 115,448.600. But of this large 
total only |1. 894.618 consisted of du- 
tiable goods, so that the refund on 
thi^ would not be large. 

Going After Anarchists. 

Washington, Dec. 3. — Senator Bur- 
rows of Michigan will introduce a bi . 
providing for the exclusion and expul- 
sion of alien anarchists. By its pro- 
Tlslons the board of Inaulry Is author- 
ised to diligently search for anarchists 
among the foreigners coming to this 
country and ascertain as to his ante- 
cedents, his opinions as to govern- 
ments, or whether he belongs to any 
society or association with anarchistic 
tendencies; and It may examine the 
person of such alien for marks indlca- 
tlTO of such membership. The board 
may accept evidence of the immi- 
grant's common reputation as an an- 
archist, and orders, decrees and judg- 
ments of foreign governments and po- 
llen aotlfloatlons as prima fade evi- 
dence, wkleh may be deemed sufll- 
clent to prevent admission of aliens. 

Indianapolis, Dec. 3.— Fire broke

Manilla, Dec. 3.— Advices from Ca 
tabalogan, capital of the island of Sa- 
mar, report that the Filipino general. 
Lukban, has offered to negotiate terms 
of surrender with General Smith. To 
this offer the American eoniniantler 
replied that the time for negotiations 
had passed. Lieutenant commander 
James M. Helm, commanding the 
United Statea gunbdat Frolic dnrlng 
November, destroyed 147 boats engag- 
ed In smuggling supplies to Filipinos. 

Oeneral Smith has ordered all male 
Filipinos to leave the coast towns for 
the interior. In order to be allowtd 
to return they must bring guns, pris- 
oners or information of the where- 
abouts of native soldiers. Fully ,')00 
natives of Catabalogan have volun- 
teered to fight the native troops in or- 
der to bring peace to Samar. Of 
these 100 have been accepted. They 
are armed with bolos and spears and 
are doing scouting duty under com- 
mand of Lieutenant Compton. 

Lieutenant Baynes of the Ninth in- 
fantry attacked and des-troyed a Fi>- 
pino fort, inflicting heavy loss nn.i 
captured the breakfast of the officeis. 
which Included canned goods. He 
found at the fort an arsenal with ap- 
pliances for making aad reloading 
cartridges. 

T Iw American marine's ore worUlnc 
havo( with the Filipinos in the south- 
ern part of Samar. Lieutenant Wil- 
liam H. Fletcher commanding the gun- 
boat Quire deatroyed 12 salt man 
ufactorles, 35 tons of hemp. 12 tons of 
rice and several barrios which served 
as rendesvouB for the Filipinos. 

SURPLIT8 SWALLOWED. 

Bank Oniolals Discover That It Was 
SyKtematlcally Appropriated. 

Bellston. N. Y., Pec. 3 — The First 
national bank of this place was closed 
Tuesday pending an Investigation oy 
a national examiner. It is statei that 
the closing of the bank followed the 
discovery of Irregularities in the ac 
counts of the teller, Charles E. Fitch 
am. The bank began bnslness In 1865 
Judge J. S. Lan)oreaux succeeded the 
late George West as president last Oc 
tober. and H. J. Donaid-'^on sm ceeded 
to the vice presidency. The new exec- 
utive officers began at once a thorough 
Investigation of the bank's affairs and 
discovered Indlcatione of a defalca 
tion on the part of Fitcham. The in 
vestlgation developed that the defalca- 
tion began many years ago. 

Bank Examiners (iraham and Van 
Vracken were sent for and after a 
thorough examination they reported a 
shortage of |100,000. A warrant for 
FItcham's arrest was Issued. Fitcham 
was bonded to the amount of |1,o6o. 
Ill has a wife and one (Iau^;liter. Pre 
Ident Lanioreaux said it was no! pos- 
sible to determine the aim unt of 
Fitcham's defalcation without inspei- 
tion of outstanding certlflcates of de- 
posit and pass books of depositors. 
He says the teller alone Is responsiole. 
Mr. Larnoreaux added that It Is not 
possible any loss can com.' tu deposit- 
ors or certificate holders, as the bank 
has a surplus of |100,000 which it < 
hoped will nearly or quite meet the 
deficit and leave the bank's capital of 
8100.000 unimpaired. An examlnac!»n 
of the bank bv Rxaniiner Van Vraek 
en last August failed to disclose any 
Irregularityc In the accounts. 

Fitcham is ill at his residence, 
where be is under arreet and guarded 
by two olBcera. 

Pistol That Killed Ayree. 
Washington, Dec. 3. — The pistol 
with which James Seymour Ayres, jr.. 
was killed at the Hotel Kenmore last 
May, and for whose murder Mrs. Lola 
Ida Bonlne Is undergoing trial, figured 
prominently In Tuesday's proeeedings 
of the case. Duncan B. Hubbaru of 
Mount Clemens, Mich., who fornieriy 
lived at the Kenmore, testified that iie 
had seen a pistol In a bureau drawer 
in Ayres' room and tdnntlfled the 
weapon in evidence as being very sim- 
ilar to It. Thomas Ford of Sanilac 
county. Mich., testified that while vis- 
iting here last June, Ayres loaned him 
a loaded revolver. J. P. Stevens also 
testified to having seen a pistol in 
Ayfes' room and partially Identiflod 
tke one In evidence. A. B. Perklyn, a 
dyer and scourer was called to refute 
the testimony of Dr. Schaeffer, the ex- 
pert who testified for the prosecution. 
He said it was a simple operation to 
remove bloodspots from garments and 
that he bad frequently done so in a 
Manner to leave no trBoe af the spoft. 
It Is believed the caso will go to the 
Jury by Saturday.

Washington, Dec. Tbe attorney 
general's annual report to congresi 
shows there was an increase of tfi 

cases docktted during the year on th' 
supreme court appellate docket and i 
decrease of thret in the number di? 
posed of. leaving 33ti rt ma!nin;c o i tin 
do<ket at the close of the year. Tht 
number of cases sctnally vonaidvi-sd 
by the court was y.68, 3f which 
were argued orally, and l.')2 suhmhled 
on printed briefs. The report also 
shows that during the y<'ar ih' re wi vc 
4,641 United States prisoners serving 
sentences In penltenAisries, l.till dis- 
charged during the year and l.itaO re- 
ceived, 41 died and 68 pardonci. 

Was Imprisoned For Debt. 

Poston, Dec. 3. — Thomas A. Scott, 
the former western millionaire, who 
has been confined in the Charles street 
Jail since last February for debt, was 
released on the ground that his board 
bill, 25 cents a day. had not been paid 
by his prosecutois. .Mr. Si-ott was ai- 
rested in this city last February on a 
mesne process. Sometime afterward 
he made application to take the poor 
debtors' oath, but his prosecutors pre- 
vented blm and he then went Into 
bankruptcy. From that time his board 
bin has not been paid.

Mount Ho!l.\ , X. J., Vec r^.— CharJea 
Brown made a desperate attempt to 
break Jail a short time before the hour 
set for his execution for murder. 

As his spiritual adviser. Rev. J. C. 
Dlosinger of Camden, was leaving the 
cell in compliance with a wish of the 
prisoner that he be left alone half an 
hour to prepare himself for death. 
Brown suddenly rushed froui his ceil 
armed with a piece of lead pipe which 
be brandished at the guards. Surpris- 
ed by the suddenness of the attack 
the guards fell back. Brown dashed 
down the corridor, sprang down a 
short flight of steps and reached the 
kit< hen. He waved aside nuards w!i.j 
were follow ing him, jumped through a 
window and reached the yard. Where 
he armed himself with an axe. One 
of the deputies who approached the 
desperate man was struck on tlie arm 
witli a piece of pljje, but others elosf'd 
in on Hiown and ovei-poweied him. 
He was manacled and placed iu his 
cell tn await execution. ' 

An hour later Brown was escorted' 
to the gallows and executed. Death, 
was almost instantaneous. 

\\'asliini;t()n Hunter, for who;-e ni':r- 
der Urown was hanKt;l. wa.- a wcaltl'.y 
retin (1 farmer aged "0 years, and liv- 
ed with his wife at Riverside, N. J. 
The night of Jan. 25 Charles Brown, 
John Young, Charles Miller and Otto 
Keller forced an entranre into Hu':- 
ter's house with ilie inrrntion of n)!)- 
biuK tlie p!,ii c. .\!r. Hunter rcsi.st'- l 
and was brutally beaten with an iru:i 
bolt. His wife brought him a revolver, 
with which he defended himself until 
his assailants were frightened away. 
.Mr. Hunter diet! four days latrT 
Young and i\ell<»r were arre.'ted in 
New York and Kellei'. w ho turn" 1 
state's evidence, is now awaiting 
sentence. Brown was found in Sing 
Sing prison, where he was serving a 
term for burglary. Governor Odelt 
pardoned hlni in ordei- that he might 
be brought here for trial on a murder 
charge Miller has not yet been ap- 
prehended. 

Young and Brown were both con* 
vlcted of murder in the first degree 
and were to have been hanged to- 
gether. Young, however, secured i 
writ of erroi from the court of a:>- 
peals which acted as a stay.
